I am in rather an embarrassing 
position. I have not been notified 
of my nomination as yet, aud it 
would not be proper for me to 
enter upon any discussion of poli- 
tics until the platform is formally 
presented to me and I have been 
officially notified that I have been 
nominated. 

In the course of the campaign I 
will have opportunity to discuss the 
various questions that are at issue, 
and I shall not enter upon that 
discussion now.
